NOTE: Amendments to the claim to more particularly highlight the distinction (remarks p. 8) that multi-protocol label 
switching is performed without the use of multi-protocol label stack and where the first label is in a single label stack, raises new issues 
that require more than nominal consideration. A request for continued prosecution is respectfully suggested. Applicant is further 
recommended to review MPEP 2173.05 (i) with respect to the proposed added negative limitation enclosed in this after-final amendment 
to ensure that it complies with the requirements of 35 U.S.C. 112, applicant is urged to provide supportive disclosure to obviate this 
posibility. Applicant's remarks (p. 11) have been noted and the application will be given full consideration and effort to accelerate its 
prosecution as most as possible. 
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
